Before the Grand Jury, sitting 


this morning in inquisition upon 
his office, County Auditor George 
S. Pierce heatedly, and with a 
great display of mental agitation, 
declared to District .Attorney 
William H. Donahue that the in- 
vestigation was a 
cold-blooded 


"frame-up," engineered by the 
District Attorney to lash the lat- 
ter's political opponent, Judge 
William 
R. 
Geary, 
over 
his 


(Pierce's) shoulder. 


District Attorney Donahue in- 


dignantly denied this statement 
to be a fact and there was a sen- 
sational dialogue between the two 
officials, which resulted in Pierce 
crying "frame-up" and Donahue 
denying the charge. 


Climax of Session 


This scene was the climax of 


the Grand Jury session this fore- 
noon. The County Auditor was 
the last witness called and after 
he was excused and the jury ad- 
journed until next Thursday, at 
•which time the investigation will. 
be continued, the Grand Jury, 
through Foreman Jean B. Poirier 
and Secretary H. D. Irwin, issued 
the following statement which ex- 
onerates the District Attorney 
from personal or political interest 
in the investigation and shows 
that 
trie inquiry is not be- 


ing directed against the County 
Auditor for any other than pub- 
lic reasons. 
Grand Jury Statement 


The statement is as follows: 
"The Grand Jury, in carrying 


out the instructions of the Supe- 
rior 
Court, determined 
more 


than six months ago to make an 
investigation of the county offices 
of Alameda county. Therefore, 
the Grand Jury at that time de- 
termined to make an investiga- 
tion of the County Auditor's of- 
fice,, among other county offices. 
This investigation was not pros- 
ecuted then because of the in- 
vestigation into the Public Ad- 
ministrator's office. 
Those two 


offices had no relation to each 
tither so far as the Grand Jury 
investigation was concerned. 


Wo Politics in It 


"The Grand Jury, having com- 


pleted its vvoik 
in connection 


with the Public Administrator's 
office is now completing the in- 
vestigation aheady begun in the 
Auditor's office. There is noth- 
ing (spe<!ially significant about 
this investigation at this time. 
Politics has never at any time 
entered into any of the investiga- 
tions of the Grand Jury, and cer- 
tiinly has not m the instance of 
the Auditor's office. 
Therefore, 


the Grand Jury, in this investiga- 
tion, has simply been performing 
a duty imposed upon it by the 
plain reading of the statute, anel 
by the specific instructions of the 
Superior Court.

on In the absence of "Big Jim ' *Gal- 
lagfcer 


Fencing back and forth with Flckert, 


the court referred to his movinij f»r a 
dismissal of the several indictments, and 
asserted that that action 
indicated' a 


disposition on his part not to do his 
duty. 


HEATED REPLY. 


There was a heated reply, wherein 


Fickort declared that Information had 
come to him that the ^so-called graft 
prosecution had ,pald Gallagher to absent 
himself, while later un Attorney Stanley 
Moore pointed to "tho handwriting on 
the wall," and vehemently maintained 
that the "bovs upon the streets" knew 
that Gillagher was away and was go- 
Ing- to remain away.

STILL REMAINS INACTIVE 


No Effort Made to Reopen Eighth Street. 


Contemptuous Indifference 
Shown 
\ 
1o Public Protests 


Louder and louder grows the public demand for the re-opening 


of Eighth-street bridge to traffic, but City Engineer Turner has 
shown no signs so far of awakening from his long sleep of over one 
year and "getting busy." 


The protests of indignant business men and property owners 


against the closing of one of the most important main thoroughfares 
of the city and the awful condition existing at the Eighth-street 
bridge multiply and still the City Engineer is unmoved, for the 
work of cellar excavation has not yet begun and Turner remains 
blind to any other source of material supply. 


Business on Broadway and Washington streets from Ninth 


street south suffers under the blight; property values in East Oak- 
land and in the Sixth Ward still feel the depressing effects, and rent- 
able property in a large area of the city tributary to Eighth-street 
bridge remains tenantless, notwithstanding the reduction in rents 
due'to the stooping of traffic on the thoroughfare' for over a year. 
City Engineer Turner is callously indifferent and has no apologies 
to offer for the conditions he has produced. 


The Oakland Traction Company has responded to the public 


call for relief and the urgency of the case; but in voting to grant 
the permit to the company to lay a temporary single track across 
the bridge to enable through street car service to be resumed, the 
City Engineer volunteered no statement as to when the roadway for 
wagon traffic would be re-opened, for he is still waiting for cellar 
excavation to begin. 


But the public impatience at Turner's inactivity is growing and 


the protests against it are becoming more emphatic and vigorous 
with the passing of each day. Here are some more of them:

debted to the courtesy of THE TRIBUNE for my visit this morning to the 
Eighth street bridge and what I saw there convinces me that Its representa- 
tions are In full accord with the truth. In my opinion the bridge should 
have never been closed to traffic. It was a costly error that It was shut down. 
Some means could have and should have been provided to keep it open in 
part at least during the time of the construction work. The railroad a few 
blocks down the street don't seem to have any trouble repairing its trestle 
and keep the trains moving over it at the same time. That it would have 
cost something Is no excuse for the action that has been taken In barring the 
street to all traffic and deflecting business from Its accustomed channels. As 
business men we ought to know who is responsible for this condition. If It is 
the city engineer we ought to know and If he is compelled to carry on the 
work in this manner from lack of funds then let us discover the truth. We 
want to know It. I will venture that If it had been felt to any three business 
men in this community the work would have been continued and the street 
kept open during the entire time. 
They could and would now put It into 


^1 
shape for traffic within three weeks' time. Oakland has the reputation of 
accomplishing things but it is mightly slow about them and some big blunders 
are made. I reiterate that the closing of the Eighth street bridge was fools' 
folly. It is a big transfer point and If I owned property along the line I 
would be willing to pay a big sum to hasten the work and get the street open. 


HOW TO DEAL WITH TURNER. 


HTTGH HOGAN, LUMBER MERCHANT—It is an outrage that the bridge 


has not been opened to traffic months ago. The lumber dealers of the lower 
district are up In arms over the situation. Why, just think of It, when we want 
to haul to East Oakland we have to go miles out of our way taking In the 
Twelfth street dam. Let Turner wake up and do his duty. We demand that 
ha open up Eighth street bridge at once. If he does not act let us put a man 
hi his place who will act. The people have the power to deal with him. 


REMEDY THE EYED.

bly districts. Members of the legisla- 
ture are not specifically required to 
pledge themselves, as In Oregon, but 
they would have little chance of elec- 
tion If they did not "voluntarily" give 
such a pledge.

Pinchot's Idea of Law Prostitution. 


Gifford Pinchot, former chief of the forestry division of the 


Agricultural Department, dismissed by President Taft for insubordi- 
nation and conduct subversive of discipline in the public service 
publicly charges William P. McCabe, his successor, with "prosti- 
tuting the law" under pretense of enforcing it. Incidentally he 
accuses the solicitor of the Agricultural Department and the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury with complicity in the alleged scheme to 
defeat forest conservation. 


The basis of Mr. Pinchot's charge is that Mr. McCabe has de- 


clared certain expenditures made by the forestry bureau while Pin- 
chot was its chief were without warrant of law and would have to 
be stopped till they were legalized by acts of Congress, According 
to Mr. Pinchot, this respect for the law springs from an evil design 
to defeat the purpose of oth.er laws. Inferentially, he contends that 
the policy of forest conservation cannot be made successful with- 
out committing acts and paying out money not authorized by law. 
He did not go so far as to assert that fidelity to conservation re- 
quired Special Agent Glavis to steal copies .of the letters written 
by the Commissioner of the Land Office and transmit them to the 
forestry bureau. 


However, Mr. Pinchot's charge is serious enough to demand 


examination. It appears that he assigned a number of young men 
carried on the government payroll as forest rangers to study in 
four different universities, instead of actual service in the field 
While being paid to render certain services as forest rangers they 
Were, in fact, studying forestry at different universities, the bills 
being paid out of the appropriation for the maintenance of the for- 
estry bureau. 


Mr. Pinchot's successor, being required to certify to the cor- 


rectness of the bills for the system of education instituted by his 
predecessor, asked the Comptroller of the Treasury. 
lawfulness of the claims presented for his approval, 
informed that the expenditure was without legal warrant whlteveT 
that the chief of the forestry division had no lawful warrant to 
pay men ostensibly for service as forest rangers, but in reality to 
g-o to college and learn the science of forestry. This brought Mr 
Pinchot's educational system to an untimely end; likewise it left 
a lot of Pinchot's proteges unable to draw salaries for forest rang- 
ing on college campuses. Hence Mr. Pinchot's wrath and loud 
words. Hence his indignation that a number of poor men should 
be summarily cut off the public payroll. Hence the charge that the 
solicitor of the Agricultural Department has "prostituted the law" 
by counseling obedience to it 


The incident is instructive as throwing light on a tendency that 


has been brought up with a sharp turn. It is the disposition which 
grew more and more manifest, up to the present year, of department 
and bureau chiefs to extend their authority without legal sanction 
and to assume powers and jurisdictions having no statutory war- 
rant Thus irregular, and often arbitrary, methods of transacting 
public business came in vogue and the payment of public money 
for pnrposes and in ways not authorized by law or the terms of 
the acts making appropriations. Assuming that it would be wise for 
the government to educate men for the forestry service as it edu- 
cate* army and naval officers, Congress alone has the power to 
authorize the institution of a system therefor and the payment of 
the expenses thereof. In appropriating money for the forestry serv- 
ice Congress had no intention of empowering Pinchot to establish 
a school of forestry, paying the students therein salaries as forest 
rangers. He was authorized to employ men for the specified duty 
of ranging the forest reserves and protecting them from invasion 
and spoliation, and given money to pay for their services 
He was 


not authorized to employ men as forest rangers and send them to 
college. But he raves at Mr. McCabe for refusing to continue an 
illegal system calling for the illegal expenditure of public monev 


Mr. Pinchot will have to learn that there is as much need for con- 


servation of the law and public money as there is for conservation 
of water and forests. It will also be forced on his understanding 
that there is a right way of doing things, and that beneficent 
motives do not empower or justify a subordinate of the executive 
department of the government in abrogating the Federal Con- 
,stitution and usurping the power granted solely to Congress to 
make laws and authorize the expenditure of the public revenue 
Mr. Pinchot appears to be a sort of moral anarchist, who regards 
the law as an impediment to be thrown aside or trampled on if he 
finds it an obstacle to any scheme he has in view.

Officers at Mare Island freely discussed 


the situation yesterday—In fact Admiral 
Phelps was willing to talk about the sub- 
ject. He denied that there Is any friction 
setween himself and Secretary Meyer.

Navy Committee held an Investigation of 
the navy yard system and many of the 
officers high In the ranks of staff and 
line were called upon to give their opin- 
ions.

„ The" attack on Mare Island was con- 
sidered unwarranted, and Admiral W. L. 
Capps, who heads the board of naval con- 
structors, promptly wired out to Admiral 
Phelps asking him to make a thorough 
Investigation and find out whether Ad- 
miral Cone's figures were a cross exag- 
geration of facts. 


FIGURES ARE WRONG. 


Admiral Fhelps took up the side of 


Mare Island, as an economically con- 
ducted yard, and had Naval Constructor 
Evans and the clerical force go over Ad- 
miral Cone's figures. They reported back 
to Admiral Phelps that they were grossly 
misrepresenting. 


Admiral Phelps accordingly sent back 


his report to Admiral Capps that the fig- 
ures were wrong—and then he sent Sec- 
retary Meyer a duplicate copy of his re- 
port on the case.

GIVES LECTURE ON 


OF AFRICA 


California University Graduate 


Talks on the Dark 


Continent. 


ALAMEDA, Feb. 17.—A targe audience 


greeted J. H. Farreil, mining engineer, 
who lectured before the Unitarian Club 
last night on "Africa in the Rough." Far- 
reil is a University of California gradu- 
ate, tie resides in Piedmont and Is prom- 
inently known In the bay cities. 


He spent several years in the interior of 


Africa prospecting for mineral, and his 
lecture embraced much that was interest- 
Ing and Instructive apart from the narra- 
tive of the trip. The word story was sup- 
plemented by views 
taken 
on 
tfce 


difficult 
trip. 
Farrell's 
audience 


showed intense interest and was the larg- 
est gathered at the club In years. 


The lecturer went to Africa in the in- 
terest of a British mining syndicate, go- 
ing Into the Interior first from the Cape, 
or British, entrance to the continent. He 
followed 
up the Zambesi river to the 


Zambesi-Congo watershed an I then went 
over the divide Into the Congo country. 
He found that the great copper deposits, 
the primary reason 
for the trip, were 


north of the watershed and therefore in 
the Belgian territory of Katanga. This 
copper belt Is about 200 miles long by 15 
or 20 miles In width, and in this belt are 
over 100 copper hills of copper ore which 
will go on an average 15 per cent copper. 
To demonstrate how rich this yield Is 
Farreil said that the rich copper mines of 
Montana averaged about 4 per cent cop- 
per, while the copper mines of Michigan, 
Nevada and Utah yi»ld from 2& to 2^4 
per cent copper. 


These copper hills In the Katanga are 


bare, solid masses of mineral, and by 
their lack of vegetation can be as readily 
picked out from the other hills as can the 
baldheads In a theater audience. Many 
of these copper deposits have been mined 
in a crude way for ages by the natives. 
Many were formerly mined, but their 
working had been abandoned by native 
tribes living further back than the pres- 
ent-day natives can recall or their fathers 
could recall. Farreil found many articles 
made of copper, including fine copper 
wire. He took 1000 feet of this fine copper 
wire to London and was told by copper 
workers In the English metropolis that It 
was Impossible ..iat natives could have 
made this wire. He showed Livingston 
creek, from which came the lumps of gold
